No matter what might be the opin- 
ion of anyone clso aa to the merlti 
of the claim that he was tho flrat 
white man to reach the North Pole, 
Brooklyn accented It aa the gospel 
Irnth. and that Intrepid explorer waa 
Riven a welcome by hi* follow.! of the 
City of Churches that d. lighted bli 
heart 

More than 1.0(10 enthusiasts took 
advantage of the opportunity to go 
down the hay with the reception com- 
mittee of the Arctic CM of America, 
which had chartered the big steamer 
tlrand Republic for that purpose, and 
when the iteamer left her pier she 
war crowded to the gunwales 
Wife Greet. Him on Tug. 

Preceding the MMMf down the 
bay waa a tug. on board of which 
were Mra. Cook wife of the explorer, 
their two children. Doctor Cook's 
brother. William Roawcll O Rtobhlns 
•nd J Knowb-s Mare, of the executive 
committee of the Arctic Club of 
America. 

The two latter were the flrat to 
grey! Cook aa they went aboard of 
the Oacar 11. aa aoon aa she had been 
paaaed by the port doctor, and after 
presenting aaaurancea of support from 
the Arctic club, eacorted liltn aboard 
the tug. where he aoon had hla family 
enfolded iir his arms. 

There waa a short delay while the 
tnembera of the explorer's Immediate 
family greeted him In the cabin of the 
tug and then all hands were trana- 
ferred to the Grand Republic, which, 
with its siren wide open, had been 
floating on the tide with Its passen- 
gers alternately cheering and pound- 
ing on the deck to show their appre- 
ciation of the return homo of Brook- 
lyn's favorite son. 

Coler Welcomes Esplorer. 

So aoon as all hands were on board 
of the eteamer. the trip up the bay 
was begun, the objective point being 
Brooklyn, where an enormoua crowd 
had gather**! to see and cheer Doctor 
Cr-ok. 

On the up trip speeches were made 
by Bird 8 CoJer, president of the 
Brooklyn borough, and officers of the 
Arctic club and when the party ar 
rived at Williamsburg, automobile! 
were taken to the Iluabwlck club. 

Doctor Cook received bia flrat 
American greeting half a mile off 
quarantine from a news service re- 
porter on the tug C P. Raymond. His 
first words were an expression of 
thanks to the American people and a 
defiance of Commander Robert E 
Peary and«ils charges tbat the tlrook 
lyn explorer had not discovered the 
North Pole. 

When the tug C. P. Raymond went 
about and moved alongside the Oacar 
II. aa the latter steamed toward guar 
amine. Doctor Cook was at breakfast 
One of the reportera. using a mega 
phone, signaled the captain on the 
bridge of the Oacar 11. and sent a 
ge to the explorer, asking him 



The lug then moved cloae alongside 
•»d the reporters and photographers 
clambered on board Just aa Doctor 
Cook came up from the dining aaloon 
and reached the promenade deck, for 
ward He was smiling brightlv. the 
Bold In hla teeth showing plainly He 
wore a dark aack suit and a black 
derby hat The flrat words of Doctor 
Cook were theae: 

, "I want to send my thanks to the 
people of the Culled Slates for this 
great and hearty rereptlon and for 
tbe great confidence expressed in 
me. Tell the people that I shall try 
to make myaclf worthy of It In every

I-ondon It la located 
Immediately weal of the Jackson 
statue, about 2k feet, and is In full 
sight of all the windows on tha north 
aide of the White Houao. 

The wishing tree, as Its name Indl- 
catea, poaaeaacs rare power*, or at 
least It is supposed to. In that every 
wish that Is made under It* branches 
comes true some time or other. Hen 
erally It Is other, but that does not 
aerioualy Interfere with the reputation 
of the tree. 



There were more bellevera la the 
tree some year* ago than there are 
now. but that doea not mean that 
there are not a great ninny w,lio be- 
lieve In It to-day. Nor Is the tnimlvr 
ky sny meani confined to the old 
"maminie*," • auntie*' and other black 
folk Ninety nine per rent, of the 
pemona who pass under the tree oa 
their way through the square probably 
Sever heard or read of It. Uut there 
are other*, and In this case there are 
a great many others. 

The most marveloua atorlea are told 
about the tree, and many of tha 
atorles have bellevera. Also many of 
atorlea have some elemeat of truth 
about them. In many raaea It la a 
great deal of atory and a very min- 
ute particle of truth. Rut It ia be- 
cause there la aoma truth ln Hictn 
that the tree haa such a clientele. 

Faith doea not cure all the Ilia that 
it Is aaked to cure, but Ita followers 
are sure that It cures ln some in 
sianrea Hence there are faith curea. 
Tbo thousands of wishes that are 
made under the wishing ties may end 
up In only one coming true, but tha 
wisher who has been rewarded by ita 
favor never loses an opportunity to 
*lng ita prasiaes, and that is what 
makes the wishing tree so much more 
famoua than any of the other trees

A picture showing the Hair Moon, 
tin- boat which Henry Hudson used 
In hla discoveries and explorations, 
and the Clermont, the rirst steam- 
boat, as they will appear In the Hud- 
souJCiilton Parade, which started up 
the Hudson river on September 25th, 
Is shown elsewhere In this paper In 
the advertisement or Smith « Am- 
berg. 

Hart Schamier & Marx, manufac- 
turers of fine clothing, have issued 
this picture. Their artist visited the 
reproductions of the two historic 
boats aud haa shown them in a 
vivid and intereating picture. 

The picture shown the passengers 
on an ocean liner cheering the two 
odd-loking craft aa they plow their 
way up the river.
